Law  School 

Searches  for  a  Dean 


At  the  end  of  the  2000-2001  acad- 
emic year,  Dean  Donald  Dunn  will 
step  down  as  Dean  of  the  Western 
New  England  College  School  of  Law 
and  will  return  to  his  former  position 
as  Law  Librarian  and  Professor  of 
Law.  When  he  agreed  to  accept  the 
deanship  in  1998  after  serving  as 
interim  dean  for  two  years,  he  did  so 
with  the  understanding  that  he  would 
only  serve  for  three  more  years.  While 
it  may  be  hard  to  believe  that  his  five 
years  of  service  will  be  over  at  the  end 
of  the  next  school  year,  Dean  Dunn  is 
in  fact  a  seasoned  veteran  among 
deans  of  American  law  schools.  It  is 
perhaps  telling  evidence  of  the  chal- 
lenges of  the  position  that  law  school 
deans  typically  serve  for  just  over 
three  years. 

"Knowing  a  year  ahead  of  time 
that  Dean  Dunn  is  returning  to  the 
faculty  gives  us  an  advantage  in 
searching  for  his  replacement,"  says 
Professor  Eric  Gouvin,  chair  of  the 
Western  New  England  College  School 
of  Law  Dean  Search  Committee. 
"Given  the  terms  of  Don's  service  as 
dean,  we  have  the  luxury  of  planning 
ahead  to  recruit  the  next  dean.  We 
have  been  meeting  since  late  March 
to  formulate  our  strategy  and  to 
begin  developing  a  pool  of  candi- 
dates. Many  schools  that  will  be  look- 
ing for  deans  next  year  won't  get  their 
search  processes  underway  until  the 
fall  and  will  have  to  scramble  to  get 
their  work  done,"  Gouvin  explained. 
Even  with  the  early  start,  Western 
New  England  College  faces  some 
serious  competition  for  good  candi- 
dates. "Since  the  average  deanship 
today  lasts  about  three  years,  we  can 
expect  that  about  one-third  of  the 
law  schools  in  the  country  will  be 
engaged  in  a  dean  search  next  year. 
With  about  180  U.S.  law  schools,  that 
means  there  will  probably  be

upwards  of  60  schools  looking  to  hire 
a  dean,"  he  added. 

The  dean  search  proceeds  in  sev- 
eral steps.  The  first  stage  of  the 
process  is  to  develop  a  pool  of  poten- 
tial candidates.  Candidates  may  be 
self-selected  or  may  be  nominated  by 
a  friend  or  colleague.  The  names  that 
comprise  this  pool  come  from  two 
primary  sources — personal  contacts 
and  advertisements.  The  search  at  the 
Law  School  has  been  using  the  per- 
sonal contacts  strategy  to  good  effect. 
The  members  of  the  Law  School 
faculty  have  been  calling  colleagues  at 
other  institutions  to  find  out  who  is 
actively  looking  for  a  deanship  and 
who  is  not  but  ought  to  be.  The  per- 
sonal contacts  have  already  yielded  a 
list  of  over  180  names  of  possible 
candidates. 


The  next  stage  of  developing  the 
pool  will  be  to  advertise  the  position 
in  periodicals  likely  to  be  read  by  aca- 
demics, judges,  and  members  of  the 
bar  who  might  be  interested  in  dean- 
ing.  There  will  be  a  direct  mail  com- 
ponent to  the  pool  development  plan. 
Letters  from  the  chair  of  the  search 
committee  will  go  to  every  dean,  asso- 
ciate dean,  and  faculty  member  in  the 
country  along  with  targeted  mailings 
to  specific  groups  of  judges,  lawyers, 
and  public  officials  who  appear  in  the 
Committee's  view  to  be  promising 
sources  of  candidates  or  connections 
to  potential  candidates 

Every  potential  candidate  that 
comes  to  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mittee will  receive  a  letter  from  the 
chair  describing  the  position  along 
with  some  information  on  the 
school.  At  the  time  of  the  initial  con- 
tact, the  potential  candidate  is 
assigned  a  "manager"  from  among 
the  faculty  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee. The  manager  will  be  responsible 
for  making  personal  contact  with  the 
potential  candidate  and  shepherding 
the  candidate  through  the  process. 

Over  the  summer  the  Committee 
will  work  on  converting  candidates 
into  applicants.  The  applicants  will 
need  to  present  a  current  resume,

Small  Firms 
BIG  Rewards

They  are  all  extraordinary  people  who  have 
sacrificed  a  lot  to  get  where  they  are,  but 
these  three  School  of  Law  grads  have 
something  else  in  common:  Their  law 
firms  are  all  small  operations,  the  kind 
known  as  "boutique"  firms. 

Alfred  Stadnicki  '78  is  one  of  three  partners  in  a 
staff  of  15  at  Lalos  and  Keegan  in  Washington,  D.C.,  a 
practice  specializing  in  intellectual  property. 

N.  Wallace  Kelleman  '88,  known  as  Wally  Smith  in 
her  days  at  the  School,  has  the  most  minimal  of  bou- 
tique firms.  She  is  a  solo  attorney  at  the  Kelleman  Law 
Firm  at  Stone  Mountain,  GA,  doing  mostly  elder  law, 
24  miles  from  downtown  Atlanta  and  17  miles  from 
Emory  University,  where  she  earned  her  LLM  degree. 

Joseph  Reinhardt  '82  is  an  associate  at  McCabe 
Brown  Davis  in  Boston,  which  has  three  partners  and 
two  associates.  His  firm  does  work  and  appeals  in  the 
area  of  complex  business  litigation,  along  with  some 
legal  malpractice  representation.

Al,  who  lives  in  Maryland,  says  that  for  the  special- 
ized area  of  law  he  practices,  a  small  firm  is  the  best 
place  to  be.  "The  type  of  service  we  sell  is  very  high 
quality,  and  we  look  for  sophisticated  clients."  His  firm 
specializes  in  intellectual  property — patents,  trade- 
marks, copyright,  fair  trade,  and  licensing. 

He  worked  in  several  other  environments  before 
arriving  at  Lalos  and  Keegan  two  years  ago.  In  the  late 
'70s  he  earned  his  law  degree  at  night  while  working 
full-time  as  an  engineer  in  Connecticut.  He  had  two 
young  children  at  the  time.  A  West  Springfield  native, 
he  has  an  engineering  and  science  degree  from  Lowell 
Technological  Institute. 

He  didn't  know  at  first  what  area  of  law  he  wanted 
to  practice,  just  that  he  wasn't  interested  in  criminal 
law  or  representing  individuals.  He  wanted  the  chal- 
lenge of  working  for  large  businesses  and  many  people. 

After  graduation  he  went  to  work  for  Digital  Equip- 
ment Corporation  in  eastern  Massachusetts,  a  huge 
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place  with  about  80  in-house 
lawyers.  During  that  time  he 
acquired  his  license  in  patent  law 
from  the  U.S.  Patent  and  Trademark 
Office,  a  step  that  is  required  to 
practice  intellectual  property  law. 

He  then  moved  to  INTELSAT 
(the  International  Telecommunica- 
tion Satellite  Organization) 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  in  1983. 
INTELSAT  is  a  public  organization, 
having  been  established  by  treaty 
among  135  countries.  Al  served  as 
intellectual  property  counsel  and 
also  assistant  general  counsel. 

After  10  years  there,  he  decided  to 
move  on  again.  "I  certainly  don't 
regret  my  in-house  experience,"  he 
says.  "I  enjoyed  the  work  immensely, 
I  learned  a  lot,  and  I  was  well- 
rewarded.  But  after  15  years,  I 
needed  to  do  something  else." 

He  moved  to  an  intellectual 
property  firm,  then  headed  an 
intellectual  property  group  for  a 
general  practice  firm. 

In  1998  he  joined  Lalos  and 
Keegan,  which  has  nine  attorneys. 
It's  a  high-pressure  job  because  it 
requires  "constantly  reading  rele- 
vant case  law  and  regulations,  and 
it  takes  an  ability  to  digest  complex 
technical  matters.  Sometimes, 
when  dealing  with  inventors  and 
highly  trained  researchers,  it's 
almost  as  if  the  attorney  is  required 
to  speak  two  languages." 

His  firm  has  such  clients 
as  Mitsubishi  Electronics,  the 
National  Institute  of  Standards  in 
Technology  (NIST),  the  film  and 
camera  company  AGFA,  and 
Check-free  Services  Corporation, 
the  world's  largest  provider  of  elec- 
tronic bill  presentment  and  bill 
payment  services.  (You've  probably 


clicked  on  their  icon  on  Yahoo.) 

Because  it  is  so  highly  special- 
ized, the  firm  turns  down  jobs  that 
wouldn't  be  a  good  fit.  For  exam- 
ple, a  company  that  wants  a 
discount  based  on  volume  would 
be  better  off  elsewhere.  The  same 
goes  for  organizations  with  dictio- 
nary-length guidelines  for  outside 
counsel.  "We  don't  want  to  be 
generating  reports  for  the  sake  of 
generating  reports,"  notes  Al. 

The  firm  is  able  to  hire  top- 
notch  people  and  reward  them  well 
in  part  because  it  operates  at  a 
much  lower  overhead  than  a  larger 
firm  would.  "We  look  for  people 
with  a  passion  for  this  area  of  prac- 
tice. 

Having  worked  in  various  envi- 
ronments, he  believes  each  has  its 
pros  and  cons.  One  of  the  benefits 
of  a  small  firm  is  control.  Although 
it  may  seem  that  everybody  would 
carry  a  larger  burden,  "It's  more 
stressful  in  a  big  firm  because  you 
don't  have  control.  If  the  infra- 
structure doesn't  work,  you  have 
real  problems  there." 

On  the  other  hand,  the  advan- 
tage of  a  large  general  practice 
firm  is  that,  to  the  extent  that  they 
are  needed,  there  are  more  col- 
leagues to  turn  to  for  expertise  and 
to  bring  in  clients. 

One  important  lesson  Al  learned 
along  the  way  is  that  with  a  spe- 
cialty like  intellectual  property, 
there  wasn't  too  much  that  a  gen- 
eral practice  firm  could  offer  him. 
It's  a  good  situation  for  a  lawyer 
who  relies  on  others  for  specialized 
knowledge,  such  as  anti-trust  or 
immigration.  But  in  his  case  there 
wasn't  reciprocity.  The  nature  of 
his  work  didn't  necessitate  his  tap- 


ping his  colleagues'  expertise. 

He  says  he  will  always  be  grate- 
ful that  the  School  of  Law  allowed 
him  to  follow  a  new  path  in  life. 
"We  had  an  absolutely  fine  set  of 
instructors." 

To  him,  one  of  the  best  things 
about  the  School  was  that  night 
classes  tended  to  be  taught  by  "prac- 
titioners"— that  is,  lawyers  who  were 
out  practicing  law  during  the  day. 
"The  mix  of  academics  and  non- 
academics  was  great." 

At  50,  Alfred  is  a  grandfather 
with  a  10-year-old  son  and  job  sat- 
isfaction. "I  have  a  wonderful  set  of 
clients.  I  turn  away  a  lot  of  busi- 
ness. I'm  very  well  rewarded."  His 
workplace  is  the  kind  where 
"Everyone  is  treated  like  an  adult. 
If  you  want  to  come  in  at  7  a.m. 
and  leave  at  4  p.m.,  that's  fine — as 
long  as  you  make  production.  A 
big  general  practice  doesn't  lend 
itself  to  that." 

Wally  Kelleman  '88 

Ten  years  after  Al  was  juggling  a 
full-time  engineering  job  and  law 
school  at  night,  Wally  Kelleman 
was  plowing  her  way  through  the 
School  of  Law  on  a  schedule  that 
was  even  more  hectic. 

She  was  over  40,  working  as  an 
R.N.  at  the  Albany  Medical  Center 
in  upstate  New  York  on  weekends, 
taking  courses  weekdays  and  study- 
ing in  the  Law  Library  until  it 
closed  every  night.  After  her  first 
year  she  also  worked  for  Western 
Mass.  Legal  Services  20  hours  a 
week  and  later  served  as  president 
of  her  very  active  law  fraternity. 
She  read  a  book  a  day. 

She  relished  all  of  it.  "I  loved 
every  bit  of  it,"  she  recalls.

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She  started  her  own  firm  in 
1993.  Forty  percent  of  what  she 
does  is  elder  law — trusts  and 
estates,  probate  court,  guardian- 
ship. She  also  does  business  law 
("which  I  love"),  and  employment 
law.  She  is  proud  to  have  recently 
won  a  wage  disparity  case  for  a 
female  contractor,  and  she  is  cur- 
rently working  on  the  biggest  fraud 
case  in  Georgia. 

Wally  has  always  excelled.  By  the 
age  of  20,  she  had  a  nursing  degree 
and  was  married  with  two  children. 
She  vowed  by  the  time  she  was  40 
she  would  be  a  physician,  like  her 
husband.  It  didn't  work  out  that  way. 

One  day  in  the  early  '80s  at  a 
Chamber  of  Commerce  breakfast, 
she  sat  next  to  a  woman  who,  like 
her,  had  built  a  very  successful 
career  as  an  R.N.  The  woman  con- 
fided that  if  she  had  to  do  it  all  over 
again,  with  the  state  of  medicine 
being  what  it  was,  she  would  have 
gotten  a  law  degree.  After  that  con- 
versation, Wally  got  a  B.S.  and 


started  studying  for  her  LSAT.  She 
arrived  at  the  School  of  Law  in  1985. 

It  was  a  life-changing  experience 
in  many  ways.  "I  had  to  learn  analy- 
sis," she  explains.  She  had  been  a 
writer  of  poetry  and  fiction.  As  a 
nurse,  she  was  used  to  being  thor- 
ough and  methodical.  Now  speed 
was  of  the  essence.  But  she  learned. 

"The  professors  were  outstand- 
ing," she  states.  "I  loved  Art  Wolf, 
who  had  to  teach  us  how  to  do  civil 
procedure,  and  Howard  Kalodner, 
and  Leora  Harpaz.  They  did  every- 
thing they  could  to  humanize  the 
law — and  also  to  teach  the  impor- 
tance of  understanding  the  hypo- 
thetical, of  learning  how  to  think 
critically,  of  leaving  your  particular 
opinions  back  home." 

Her  internship  at  Western  Mass. 
Legal  Services  had  given  her  invalu- 
able experience.  But  once  she 
started  doing  mock  trials,  "It  set  the 
stage  for  me  to  understand  I  needed 
more  education.  I  had  a  broad- 
based  training,  but  I  realized  that  if 


I  got  into  health  and  medicine,  I 
would  have  to  be  in  litigation." 

So  a  year  after  she  got  her  J.D., 
Wally  obtained  her  LL.M  from 
Emory,  graduating  at  the  top  of  her 
class.  She  married  her  long-time 
sweetheart,  and  she  and  her  new 
husband  traveled  up  and  down  the 
East  Coast,  trying  to  decide  where 
to  live.  She  hated  the  cold.  They 
picked  the  Atlanta  area. 

Though  she  had  gotten  many 
interviews  elsewhere,  Wally  couldn't 
get  a  job  she  liked  there.  So  she 
started  her  own  practice. 

Until  two  years  ago  she  also  con- 
tinued to  work  as  an  R.N.  While 
building  her  practice,  she  was  work- 
ing two  16-hour  shifts  and  one  8- 
hour  shift  at  a  hospital.  Everything 
she  earned  went  into  the  practice. 

Was  she  finally  tired  of  nursing? 
On  the  contrary,  she  misses  it  very 
much.  She  often  gives  lectures  and 
seminars  at  nursing  homes  and 
hospitals.  "It's  the  happy  side  of  my 
job,"  she  says. 

At  times  she  has  had  a  partner  in 
the  firm,  but  she  also  works  well 
solo.  She  takes  on  "rainmaking" 
responsibilities  with  the  same  zest 
she  brings  to  everything  else.  Her 
husband,  who  is  retired  from  his 
own  profession,  does  administrative 
work  at  the  office. 

They  live  in  a  "very  pretty  and 
still  undiscovered"  part  of  Georgia. 
Across  the  street  they  hear  the 
Yellow  River  rushing,  and  at  Christ- 
mas, Wally  can  lie  in  bed  at  night 
and  see  the  lights  on  top  of  Stone 
Mountain.  At  56,  she  says,  "I've  had 
a  full,  wonderful  life.  And  Western 
New  England  College  School  of 
Law  holds  a  very  special  place  in 
my  heart."

Joe  Reinhardt  is  the  son  and 
grandson  of  lawyers,  but,  like  Wally, 
he  came  to  the  law  later  in  life. 
Between  graduating  from  Haver- 
ford  College  in  Pennsylvania  and 
becoming  a  top  student  at  the 
School  of  Law,  the  Vietnam  War 
intervened.  Joe  served  in  Vietnam 
from  1968  to  1969  and  was 
wounded  in  action  three  times. 

It  was  in  the  military  that  he  first 
got  a  chance  to  practice  law.  "I  had 
the  opportunity  to  do  criminal 
work  as  a  'non-lawyer  prosecutor,'" 
he  says,  explaining  that  under  the 
1969  version  of  the  Uniform  Code 
of  Military  Justice,  the  accused  was 
entitled  to  a  bar-certified  lawyer, 
but  the  government  was  not. 

"What  that  created  was  a  situa- 
tion where  people  who  were  inter- 
ested in  law  got  some  experience," 
he  says.  "It  gave  you  a  sense  of  the 
rough  and  tumble  of  it  all." 

When  he  chose  a  law  school,  he 
chose  it  largely  because  of  Howard 
Kalodner,  who  was  dean  of  the 
School  of  Law  at  the  time.  Both 
men  are  Haverford  alumni.  Joe 
describes  his  alma  mater  as  "a 
small,  select  college.  Because  of  the 
ideals  and  values  you  were  taught 
there,  I  would  never  have  any  con- 
cern about  fairness  from  someone 
who  was  educated  there,"  he  says. 

"I  knew  that  if  I  was  dealing  with 
a  Haverford  graduate,  I  was  dealing 
with  a  class  act." 

What  Joe  liked  about  the  School 
of  Law  was  that,  "even  though  it's  a 
regional  school,  it  teaches  in  terms 
of  a  national  view.  You're  not  being 
bombarded  with  Massachusetts  law 
so  you  can  pass  the  bar.  You're 
learning  underlying  principles." 


He  also  valued  the  "practicality" 
of  his  education.  "I  had  Dean 
Kalodner  for  contracts  and  one  of 
the  most  important  things  he 
taught  us  was  how  to  produce  a 
contract  that's  properly  drafted  but 
not  'over-lawyered'  to  the  point  that 
you  kill  the  deal.  You  can't  forget 
that  you're  trying  to  negotiate  a 
deal.  You  don't  want  to  reach  the 
point  where  the  other  side  says, 
'This  isn't  worth  it.'" 

Joe  also  valued  the  simulation 
courses.  "Any  time  you  had  the 
opportunity  to  practice,  it  was 
always  helpful,"  he  recalls. 

One  of  the  best  things  that 
ever  happened  to  him  was  making 
the  Law  Review.  "The  opportunity 
to  write  something  for  publication, 
researching  an  article,  was  very 
helpful,  even  the  grunt  work. 
Making  sure  the  citations  were 
correct,  the  quotes  were  correct.  It 
really  instilled  an  understanding  of 
the  law." 

Upon  graduation,  Joe  joined  a 
firm  in  Springfield.  He  moved  to 
McCabe  Brown  Davis  in  Boston 
two  years  ago.  He  still  lives  in 
Wilbraham,  which  he  and  his  wife 
chose  with  an  eye  toward  good 
schools  for  their  two  children,  and 
he  commutes  to  Boston  when  his 
work  calls  for  it. 

He  has  an  unconventional  view 
of  success.  He  has  no  desire  to  see 
his  name  on  the  door.  "What's  the 
benefit  in  being  a  partner?"  he  says. 
"I  like  to  practice  law.  I'm  not  inter- 
ested in  administrative  stuff." 

He  can  see  why  some  people 
might  like  working  for  a  large  firm, 
"They  take  pride  in  being  able  to 
handle  anything  that  comes 
through  the  door.  But  in  a  smaller

firm,  you  will  be  able  to  make  an 
impact  on  what  gets  done." 

"Large  firms  are  much  more  reg- 
imented," he  explains,  adding  that 
after  12  years  in  the  military,  he'd 
had  enough  of  that  approach.  He 
likes  the  fact  that  all  the  attorneys  in 
his  firm  sometimes  work  at  home. 
"Believe  it  or  not,  you  can  function 
just  as  well  in  swimming  trunks  as 
in  a  coat  and  tie."  He  drives  to 
Boston  when  he  has  to  meet  with 
clients  or  when  he  has  to  review 
large  stacks  of  documentation  that 
can't  easily  be  moved. 

To  Joe,  now  55,  his  home  office  is 
an  expression  of  the  kind  of  trust 
that  he  feels  is  essential  in  the  legal 
community.  "Trust  and  integrity  are 
the  hallmarks  of  this  entire  thing," 
he  states. 

"The  most  satisfaction  I  get,"  he 
adds,  "is  when  a  client  tells  me  I  did  a 
good  job  and  they're  happy.  It's  nice 
to  get  a  big  check,  but  that  doesn't 
happen  all  the  time."  What  matters  is 
that  when  people  need  protecting,  he 
is  someone  they  can  trust.  ♦

Associate  Dean  and  Professor  Arthur  Leavens 
has  been  teaching  a  simulation  course  in 
criminal  procedure  for  eight  years. 


One  of  the  most  important  ways  law  students 
prepare  for  professional  life  is  by  taking  a 
simulation  course,  usually  in  their  senior  year. 

The  School  of  Law  offers  eight  to  ten  simulation 
courses  every  year.  Associate  Dean  and  Professor 
of  Law  Arthur  Leavens  calls  them  "a  capstone  to 
one's  academic  career  and  a  bridge  into  practice." 

It's  not  often  that  someone  who  has  not  yet 
graduated  from  law  school  or  passed  the  bar  gets 
to  argue  a  motion  to  dismiss  before  a  real  federal 
judge.  Yet  that's  exactly  what  happened  to 
students  who  took  a  simulation  course  in  federal 
litigation  this  semester,  taught  by  Judge  Michael 
Ponser. 

"It's  a  good  example  of  our  commitment  to  a 
very  high-quality  professional  education,"  says 
Professor  Leavens,  who  has  been  teaching  a 
simulation  course  in  criminal  procedure  for  eight 
years.  "Our  mission  has  always  been  training. 
We're  dedicated  to  teaching  the  craft  of 
lawyering,  and  this  is  one  way  to  do  it." 

He  says  the  key  to  simulation  is  that,  although  the 
cases  and  court  papers  are  real,  clusters  of  issues 
can  be  added  that  might  not  have  come  together 
so  felicitously  in  real  life.  Students  are  not  subject 
to  the  luck  of  the  draw. 

Instructors  benefit  from  simulations,  too,  he 
adds.  "Almost  every  one  of  us  came  to  the  faculty 
from  practice,  and  every  one  of  us  nurtures  that 
connection  with  these  kinds  of  courses." 


references,  supporting  materials, 
and  a  letter  explaining  why  they 
would  make  a  good  dean  for  the 
Law  School.  Applicants  will  be  made 
aware  that  the  Committee  is  looking 
for  someone  with  prior  full-time 
law  school  experience  who  possesses 
the  qualifications  for  appointment 
at  the  rank  of  professor.  Although 
prior  law  school  experience  is 
one  of  the  requirements  of  the  job, 
that  experience  need  not  be  the 
last  entry  on  the  resume.  The 
Committee  will  welcome  applicants 
from  outside  academia  as  well,  pro- 
vided, of  course,  that  they  are  well 
versed  in  the  issues  facing  legal 
education  today. 

By  the  end  of  the  summer  the 
Committee  expects  to  have  a  good 
number  of  applications  to  review. 
The  full  Committee  will  review  the 
applications  in  the  fall.  Those  appli- 
cants that  appear  promising  will 
then  proceed  to  the  screening  inter- 
view stage.  Applicants  who  impress 
the  committee  at  the  screening  inter- 
view may  receive  another  interview 
or  may  be  invited  back  to  campus 
after  references  are  reviewed. 

The  last  stage  of  the  process 
occurs  when  the  finalists  are  invited 
to  campus  for  a  couple  of  days  to 
interview  with  the  faculty,  adminis- 
tration, students,  and  alumni  with 
whom  they  will  be  working.  After 
these  on-campus  interviews,  the 
faculty  will  deliberate  and  vote 
on  the  candidates  that  they  find 
acceptable.  The  faculty's  ranked 
preferences  will  be  communicated  to 
the  Committee.  The  Committee  will 
then  make  its  own  determination 
and  pass  both  preferences  along  to 
the  Provost,  who,  in  consultation 
with  Dr.  Caprio,  will  make  the  final 
selection. 

Alumni  input  into  this  process  is 
needed  at  several  stages.  First,  if  any 
alumni  of  the  Law  School  know 
of  candidates  who  should  be  consid- 
ered for  the  position,  they  should 


contact  any  member  of  the  search 
committee.  The  contact  information 
is  given  below.  Second,  the  dean  will 
have  to  be  attentive  to  alumni  con- 
cerns, so  make  sure  the  alumni  rep- 
resentative to  the  search  committee, 
Eileen  Sorrentino,  hears  from  you 
and  knows  what  issues  need  to  be 
addressed  from  the  alumni  point  of 
view.  Finally,  when  the  finalists 
return  to  campus  at  the  end  of  the 
process,  we  plan  to  have  functions 
at  which  the  candidates  can  meet 
and  interact  with  alumni.  While 
your  participation  in  these  events 
is  important  in  providing  a  good 
impression  of  the  school,  your 
feedback  about  the  candidate  is 
equally  valuable.

A  daylong  housing  conference  that  focused  on  assessing 
how  laws  in  New  England  and  New  Jersey  affect  affordable 
housing  took  place  on  December  10, 1999  at  the  Law  School. 

Organized  by  Sam  Stonefield,  professor  of  law  at  the  Col- 
lege, the  conference  examined  various  housing  construction 
in  response  to  the  comprehensive  permit  statute  enacted  30 
years  ago  in  1969  to  authorize  a  state  administrative  agency 
the  right  to  override  local  zoning  to  allow  for  affordable 
housing  construction. 

Among  the  speakers  were  Professor  Florence  Roisman  of 
the  Indiana  University  Law  School  whose  topic  was 
"Overview  of  Goals,  Methods  and  Obstacles  to  Achieving 
Regional  Housing  Opportunity."  Sharon  R  Krefetz,  associate 
provost  and  dean  of  the  college  at  Clark  University,  and 
Judge  Stephen  R  Erickson,  associate  justice  of  the  District 
Court  and  chair,  Rhode  Island  Housing  Appeals  Committee, 
spoke  on  "The  New  England  Statutes:  Reports  and  Com- 
ments." 

Offering  perspectives  from  their  states  were  Professor 


Terry  Tondro,  Thomas  Gallivan  professor  of  real  property 
law  at  the  University  of  Connecticut  Law  School  and  John 
Payne,  professor  of  law  and  Justice  W.  Hall  Scholar  at  Rut- 
gers Law  School.

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Lecture  Series  2000 


Law  Faculty  Partake  in 

Lecture  Series  2000 


Three  professors  at  the  School  of  Law  participated 
in  Lecture  Series  2000,  a  25th-anniversary  extension 
of  Western  New  England  College's  annual  Lecture 
Day.  The  theme  of  the  series  was  "Forging  the  Good 
Life:  Rebuilding  a  Purposeful  Community  for  the 
21st  Century." 

Constitutional  law  scholar  James  Gardner  exam- 
ined the  relationship  of  state  and  federal  government 
in  a  February  1  lecture  on  "The  Constitution  and  the 
Construction  of  American  Community."  After  noting 
that  states  and  regions  resist  stereotyping  because  of 
the  mobility  and  individuality  of  Americans,  he 
concluded  that  the  relationship  of  geographical 
boundaries  to  inhabitants  is  a  fluid  one,  with  states' 
lines  helping  to  define  a  culture  at  the  same  time  that 
residents  transcend  geography. 

First  Amendment  scholar  Leora  Harpaz  reflected 
on  whether  the  Internet  would  remain  the  free,  open, 
and  largely  unregulated  forum  it  was  conceived  to  be, 
in  a  lecture  titled  "Censorship  and  the  Internet" 
February  15.  After  comparing  the  Internet  to  print, 
broadcast,  and  cable,  she  focused  on  censorship  in 


the  movie  industry,  including  the  1930  Production 
Code  that  sought  to  curb  sexual  content.  She 
reviewed  efforts  at  censorship  of  the  Internet,  noting 
that  the  courts  have  struck  down  many  more  of  those 
efforts  than  they  have  upheld,  finding  them  in  viola- 
tion of  the  First  Amendment's  free  speech  clause. 

Leonard  Baynes,  who  recently  served  as  Scholar- 
in-Residence  at  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission,  spoke  March  7  on  "Electronic 
Redlining:  The  Color  of  Access  to  Telecommunica- 
tions." He  talked  about  addressing  the  inequities  in 
basic  telephone  service,  observing  that  Black  and 
Latino  populations  in  inner  cities  contend  with 
poorer  maintenance  and  static,  and  that  only  46.6 
percent  of  Native  Americans  even  have  telephones  in 
their  homes.  In  Massachusetts,  the  worst  telephone 
service  was  found  to  be  in  Roxbury;  and  in  New 
York,  in  parts  of  Harlem,  Brooklyn,  and  the  Bronx. 

Other  speakers  in  the  lecture  series  included 
Beverly  Daniel  Tatum,  author  of  Why  Are  All  the  Black 
Kids  Sitting  Together  in  the  Cafeteria?  and  Eric  Foner, 
author  of  The  Story  of  American  Freedom.  ♦

Margaret  Burnham  has  dedicated  her  life  to  fighting  for  civil  rights.  She  received  her  B.A.  from 
Tougaloo  College  in  Mississippi  and  her  Juris  Doctor  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  School  of  Law. 
Upon  graduation  she  joined  the  NAACP  Legal  Defense  Fund  in  New  York.  After  her  1977  appointment  as  a 
judge  in  Massachusetts,  she  served  in  the  judiciary  for  six  years.  In  1993  she  was  appointed  by  President 
Nelson  Mandela  to  serve  with  jurists  from  Zimbabwe  and  South  Africa  on  an  international  panel 
investigating  human  rights  abuses  alleged  to  have  been  committed  by  the  African  Nationalist  Congress. 
Currently  in  private  practice,  she  is  also  a  faculty  member  in  political  science  at  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology.  ♦

Curt  L.  Hamakawa  has 
had  the  good  fortune  in 
life  to  marry  two  of  his 
passions  into  a  career 
that  brings  personal 
satisfaction  and  opportunities  to 
affect  change  on  a  global  scale. 

A  native  of  tropical  Hawaii,  Curt 
launched  his  career  with  a  degree  in 
political  science  from  the  University 
of  Hawaii.  Looking  for  a  change  of 
climate  and  a  taste  of  life  on  the 
mainland,  he  then  journeyed  to 
New  England  to  study  one  of  his 
passions — sports  in  the  sport 
management  master's  program  at 
Springfield  College. 

While  at  the  neighboring  institu- 
tion, Curt  learned  about  the  law 
program  offered  at  the  Western 
New  England  College  School  of 
Law.  He  decided  that  a  law  degree 
would  give  him  the  skills  and  per- 
spective he  would  need  to  succeed 
in  the  international  sports  arena. 
Curt  took  to  his  legal  studies  with 
great  enthusiasm  and  was  awarded 
his  JD  in  1984. 

Today,  Curt  is  the  director  of 
International  Relations  for  the  U.S.

of  Directors  and  visiting  occasion- 
ally to  speak  at  an  open  house  or 
help  recruit  in  other  ways. 

Coming  to  New  England  was 
quite  an  adjustment  for  Curt.  "You 
can  imagine,  coming  from  a  small 
town  on  the  Big  Island  of  Hawaii, 
going  to  school  in  pastoral  western 
Massachusetts  in  this  suburban 
campus  setting  sounded  like  a 
pretty  good  deal.  But  for  a  guy 
growing  up  in  the  tropics  of 
Hawaii,  having  to  wear  heavy  coats, 
gloves,  and  boots  for  the  first  time 
was  quite  the  adjustment." 

Although  he  led  an  "idyllic  life  in 
Hawaii,"  he  never  regretted  his 
decision  to  come  to  the  School  of 
Law.  In  a  talk  in  an  April  First- Year 
Preview  and  Open  House  at  the 
School  of  Law,  Curt  told  students 


he  thoroughly  enjoyed  his  three 
years  at  the  College. 

"Western  New  England  College 
was  a  cozy  situation,  more  like  fam- 
ily. The  Law  School  was  good  for 
me.  It  permitted  a  guy  with  average 
skills,  of  modest  intelligence,  of 
middle-class  parents,  and  a  product 
of  public  education,  to  become  the 
first  in  my  family  to  attend  law 
school.  And  most  important,  it 
prepared  me  to  compete  for  careers 
both  within  and  outside  the  law." 

Curt  found  the  school's  reputa- 
tion for  teaching  excellence  and  its 
top-notch  library  to  be  well- 
deserved,  attributing  much  of  his 
career  success  "to  the  classroom 
instruction  combined  with  the 
genuine  sense  of  caring  and 
support  of  the  faculty  and  profes- 
sional staff  at  the  School  of  Law." 

His  gratitude  toward  the  School 
of  Law  is  palpable  saying  that 
although  the  school  might  not  be  a 
big-name  institution,  "I  firmly 
believe  that  one's  value  as  a  lawyer  to 
clients  and  society  will  be 
measured  not  by  where  one 
matriculated,  but  rather,  what  was 
learned  along  the  way  and 
ultimately,  how  one  harnesses  that 
knowledge.  The  legal  education  to 
be  had  at  Western  New  England 
College  School  of  Law  is  second 
to  none." 

Curt' s  lifelong  affinity  for  sports 
perhaps  began  in  his  beloved 
Hawaii  because  of  "all  the  outdoor 
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activities  there." 

Ever  the  athlete,  Curt,  who  is 
6-foot  tall,  played  basketball 
while  in  high  school.  While  in 
Springfield,  he  was  a  women's 
volleyball  coach  at  Springfield 
College.  Although  he  admits 
to  no  favorite  sport  to  watch  when 
the  Olympics  kick  off  mid- 
September  in  Australia,  he  said 
those  two  sports  hold  a  warm  spot 
in  his  heart. 

Curt  likens  his  position  at  the 
USOC  to  an  ambassadorship. 
"We're  kind  of  like  the  State 
Department  for  the  USOC.  It's  our 
task  to  raise  the  status  and  visibility 
of  the  American  Olympic  Commit- 
tee. The  USOC  is  but  one  of  200 
committees  representing  nations 
around  the  world.  And  although 
the  United  States  is  the  most  pow- 
erful country,  it  is  not  nearly  the 
most  influential  as  far  as  Olympic 
committees  go."  Curt's  goal  is  to 
raise  the  American  influence  bar  in 
the  international  sport  arena. 

That  goal  requires  a  lot  of  travel,  he 
said,  domestically  and  internationally. 
But  it  is  a  role  he  likes,  that  of  a  diplo- 
mat, smoothing  the  way  through 
person-to-person  contact  to  raise 
his  country's  stature  and  visibility. 

Curt  knows  how  to  build 


bridges.  Prior  to  his  current  posi- 
tion at  USOC,  he  worked  for  the 
NCAA  for  three  years  from  1987  to 
1990  in  Compliance  Services.  He 
maintains  his  contact  with  the  col- 
legiate sport  community  as  USOC 
liaison  to  the  NCAA.  He's  also 
active  in  Western  New  England 
College  School  of  Law  activities, 
serving  on  the  Dean's  Advisory 
Committee  and  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion Board  of  Directors. 

Now  based  in  Colorado  Springs, 
Curt  says  he  found  himself  in 
another  "outdoors"  setting,  albeit 
one  with  a  decidedly  northern  expo- 
sure. So  what  does  an  Olympic-type 
guy  do  for  recreation?  He  laughed. 
"Well,  my  wife  and  I  do  some  hik- 
ing," he  said  modestly. 

Labeling  himself  an  "ex-patriot," 
Curt  still  calls  Hawaii  his  home.  All 
of  his  family  still  lives  there.  But  it's 
important  for  him  to  be  where  he  is 
with  his  wife,  Diane,  and  two  young 
daughters  because  of  his  chosen 
career  path. 

He's  excited  about  the  upcoming 
summer  Olympics.  He'll  be  there 
for  the  duration  of  the  games, 
September  15  through  October  1, 
doing  what  he  enjoys  and  fulfilling 
his  mission  of  relationship  building. 

"This  is  regarded  as  the  largest 


peacetime  gathering  ever."  Upwards 
of  10,000  elite  athletes  will  be  com- 
peting for  medals.  The  United 
States  alone  is  sending  some  600 
athletes.  One  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  countries  will  be  represented,  a 
record,  he  states.  Between  atten- 
dance at  the  games  and  television 
audience,  viewership  should  reach 
into  the  billions,  Curt  believes.  NBC 
will  broadcast  the  games. 

Curt  said  he's  pleased  that  there 
is  close  to  parity  between  the  female 
and  male  athletes  competing  this 
year.  There  are  more  women 
athletes  competing  this  year,  repre- 
senting the  success  of  Title  IX  and 
the  evolution  of  women's  team 
sports.  He  pointed  to  women's  suc- 
cess on  the  field  in  such  sports  as 
basketball,  Softball,  soccer,  and 
synchronized  swimming.  "Their 
success  has  been  phenomenal.  We're 
getting  pretty  close  to  50-50.  The 
Olympics  used  to  be  a  male-only 
deal,  not  anymore,"  he  added. 

"I  consider  it  a  great  honor  to 
represent  the  United  States 
Olympic  Committee  in  the  interna- 
tional sport  community,"  says  Curt. 
"There  is  no  better  feeling  than  to 
represent  the  United  States  in  the 
community  of  nations."  ♦

Should  young  children  be  exposed  to  the  sordid 
business  which  is  the  daily  course  in  a  courtroom? 
Answering  this  question  with  a  resounding  NO, 
Courthouse  KidsCenter,  Inc.  recently  opened  its 
doors  in  the  state  capitol  of  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina,  as  North  Carolina's  first,  court  based, 
drop  in,  child  care  center.  The  center's  mission  is  to 
provide  a  safe  and  appropriate  environment  away 
from  the  courtroom  for  our  community's  children 
thereby  enhancing  the  administration  of  justice 
within  the  Wake  County  courtrooms. 

Current  board  chairman  and  president  Marty 
Martin  '77  proposed  the  idea  as  a  public  service 
project  for  the  local  Wake  County  Bar  Association 
six  years  ago.  Since  that  time  he  worked  with  hun- 
dreds of  other  attorneys  in  their  bar  association  to 
establish  the  center.  He  served  as  fund  raising  chair- 
man to  secure  sufficient  funds  for  its  construction 
and  operation.  Because  the  Massachusetts'  Trial 
Court  Child  Care  Project  served  as  their  model, 
Marty  visited  the  Springfield  court  center  while 
attending  his  20th  School  of  Law  reunion. 
Courthouse  KidsCenter  is  already  serving  as  a 


model  and  catalyst  for  other  North  Carolina  court- 
houses to  develop  comparable  centers. 

Even  as  courtroom  spectators,  children  are  com- 
pelled to  listen  to  adult  and  violent  matters 
discussed  in  graphic  detail  which  are  most  often 
inappropriate  for  young  children.  Courthouse 
KidsCenter  offers  these  children  and  their  families 
an  alternative. 

The  KidsCenter  is  open  for  all  children  through 
age  eight  who  must  come  to  the  courthouse. 
Located  directly  across  the  street  from  the  Wake 
County  courthouse,  the  KidsCenter  is  staffed  by  an 
executive  director  and  trained  teachers  who  are 
YWCA  of  Wake  County  employees  and  by 
volunteers.  The  center  provides  games,  toys,  and 
activities  in  a  colorful  friendly  environment  which 
includes  both  an  indoor  area  and  an  outdoor  play- 
ground area.  It  also  serves  as  an  information  and 
referral  resource  where  families  can  learn  about 
other  community  programs  and  services.

James  A.  Gardner,  professor  of 
law  at  Western  New  England 
College,  fits  right  into  this 
political  season.  But  he's 
conflicted  about  the  political 
process  in  this  country.  He  under- 
stands that  while  the  winner-take- 
all  political  system  at  work  is 
efficient  at  getting  people  elected, 
"It  is  not  very  good  at  including 
disenfranchised  groups,"  he  said. 
Presidential  candidates  George  W. 
Bush  and  Al  Gore  are  perfect 
examples  of  how  the  current 
system  works  to  provide  "two 
candidates  who  are  driven  to  the 
political  center  and  barely  differen- 
tiated," Gardner  said. 

Gardner  would  like  to  see  a 
more  representational  form  of 
democracy  in  this  country,  a  pro- 
portional representation  that, 
although  messy  and  less  efficient, 
would  be  more  inclusive.  "One 
advantage  of  proportional  repre- 
sentation is  that  candidates  are  ide- 
ologically differentiated.  More 
voices  can  be  heard." 

Will  that  system  ever  take  place 
in  America?  Not  likely,  he  said. 
"You  do  lose  something  in  propor- 
tional systems,  too,"  he  conceded. 
"You  have  highly  conflicting  points 
of  view  and  the  process  is  less  effi- 
cient." But  because  the  current 
system  is  what  it  is,  "good  people 
are  deterred  from  running  (for 
political  office).  The  fund-raising  is

absurdly  burdensome  and  the 
influence  of  money  is  despicable." 
He  would  like  to  see  more  legal 
reforms  to  curb  the  influence  of 
money  but  "It'll  take  a  constitu- 
tional amendment  to  do  that." 

Despite  all  his  reservations,  he 
votes.  And  although  he  has  strong 
views  now,  the  Western  New 
England  College  professor  said  he 
wasn't  particularly  politically  active 
in  college. 

"I  was  into  the  theater  and  jazz 
piano,"  he  said,  something  he  still 
tinkers  at  daily.  Playing  is  "thera- 
peutic" and  a  way  to  connect  with 
his  5-year-old  daughter,  who  also 
plays  the  piano. 

Gardner  is  one  of  the  most 
prolific  writers  at  the  Law  School, 
producing  two  books  and  16  arti- 
cles since  1993.  His  most  recent 
include  State  Expansion  of  Federal 
Constitutional  Liberties:  Individual 
Rights  in  a  Dual  Constitutional 
System  from  Garland  Press  in  1999. 


He  also  wrote  "Federalism  and  the 
Problem  of  Political  Subcommit- 
tees" in  To  Promote  the  General 
Welfare:  A  Communitarian  Legal 
Reader  (Lexington  Books  1999) 
and  Legal  Argument:  The  Structure 
and  Language  of  Legal  Advocacy 
(Michie  1993).  He  is  also  the 
author  of  many  articles,  the  most 
recent  of  which  is  "Madison's 
Hope:  Virtue,  Self-interest,  and  the 
Design  of  Electoral  Systems"  which 
will  appear  in  the  Iowa  Law  Review 
this  year. 

Armed  with  a  degree  in  political 
science  and  economics  magna 
cum  laude  from  Yale  University, 
he  says  political  science  especially 
influences  his  work  in  how  legal 
institutions  implement  the  values 
of  democracy.  "I  like  this  area 
because  it's  where  theory  comes  to 
ground.  You  can't  hide  behind 
abstractions,"  he  said. 

Gardner  came  to  the  Law  School 
"by  complete  happenstance."  He 
was  working  as  a  litigator  in 
Washington,  D.C.  where  his  wife, 
also  an  attorney,  was  employed  by 
the  state  of  New  York  as  a  lobbyist 
on  Capitol  Hill.  They  moved 
to  Albany,  New  York,  when  she 
became  an  assistant  counsel  to  then 
Governor  Mario  Cuomo. 

"I  had  no  job  and  no  idea  of 
what  to  do,"  Professor  Gardner 
said.  Since  he  thought  he  would 
like  teaching,  he  picked  up  a  copy 
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of  Barron's  Guide  and  looked  for  a 
law  school  within  a  100-mile  radius 
of  Albany.  There  were  two  and  he 
chose  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege School  of  Law.  That  was  in 
1988.  He  is  now  a  full  professor  of 
law  at  the  College  where  he  teaches 
courses  in  Civil  Procedure,  State 
Constitutional  Law,  and  Evidence. 
In  1990,  he  was  Student  Bar 
Association  Professor  of  the  Year. 

What  attracted  him  to  the 
College  was  "a  commitment  by  the 
faculty  to  good  teaching.  The  fac- 
ulty has  over  the  years  strived  to 
create  an  atmosphere  that  is 
supportive  of  students,  which  is 
often  very  different  than  other  law 
schools,"  he  said. 

Gardner  is  also  a  frequent 
contributor  to  conferences  and 
symposia,  including,  most  recently, 
"Can  Party  Politics  Be  Virtuous" 


forthcoming  in  the  Columbia  Law 
Review  and  "Stop  Me  Before  I 
Quantify  Again:  The  Role  of 
Political  Science  in  the  Study  of 
Election  Law"  in  Loyola  of  Los 
Angeles  Law  Review  (1999).  Works 
in  progress  include  a  book  on 
the  interpretation  of  state  constitu- 
tions, State  Constitutions  in  a 
Federal  System,  and  "Democratic 
Institutions  of  View  Pluralism"  for 
a  September  presentation  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Political  Science  Association. 

His  interest  in  the  law  was  influ- 
enced by  the  Civil  Rights  move- 
ment and  the  "political  disposition 
of  my  family,"  he  said.  "We're 
Jewish  and  we  lost  people  in  the 
Holocaust.  Being  chased  out  of 
Russia  and  Poland  gave  us  a  certain 
sensitivity  to  the  plight  of  the 
disadvantaged,"  he  said.  Armed 


with  a  law  degree  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  Law  School, 
where  he  was  a  member  of  its  law 
review,  he  went  to  work  in 
Washington,  D.C.  for  the  Justice 
Department  doing  general  civil 
rights  litigation. 

A  memorable  case  from  his  D.C. 
days  involved  Ferdinand  Marcos 
who,  when  overthrown,  was  flown 
out  of  the  Philippines  by  United 
States  military  with  his  retinue 
and  two  planeloads  of  stuff, 
Gardner  said.  When  Marcos  got  to 
Customs  in  Hawaii,  he  was  found 
with  cratefuls  of  (dollar)  bills  in 
wrappers  and  crates  of  gold. 
The  new  government  in  the 
Philippines  declared  this  stolen 
booty,  and  Gardner  became 
involved  in  the  case  representing 
the  State  Department  and  Customs 
in  getting  the  matter  settled.  ♦

In  the  first  of  a  series  of  Faculty  Moot 
Courts  being  planned,  Professors  Jim 
Gardner  and  Taylor  Flynn  argued  the 
case,  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  v.  Southworth  in  the  Moot 
Courtroom  on  February  7, 2000.  The  issue 
was  the  constitutionality  of  a  university's 
mandatory  student  activity  fee  as  applied 
to  students  who  object  to  being  forced  to 
provide  financial  support  for  the  activities 
of  groups  whose  political  and  ideological 
views  they  oppose. 


The  students  claim  that  the  mandatory  fee 
violates  their  First  Amendment  rights. 
Professor  Gardner  represented  the 
Petitioners  (the  Regents  of  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  System)  and  Professor 
Flynn  represented  the  Respondents 
(Southworth). 

United  States  District  Court  Judge  Michael 
Ponsor  presided  and  was  joined  on  the 
bench  by  Professors  Miller  and  Harpaz. 
After  strong  arguments  on  both  sides, 


the  court  conferred  and  returned 
with  their  decision:  The  University  has  the 
right  to  allocate  funds  as  they  deem 
necessary.  (This  is  the  same  decision  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  held  several 
months  later.) 

A  mock  trial  is  being  planned  with 
faculty  representing  the  defense  and  the 
prosecution  for  the  fall  of  2000.  ♦
